The committee action was by prac- 
tically a unanimous vote, but some. 
of the members reserved the right 
to offer amendments on the floor. An 
effort will be made to pass the bill 


early next week. 
Authority to Borrow. 


The bill authorizes the president 
“to borrow from time to time on the 
credit of the United States for the 
purposes of this act, and to meet pub- 
lic expenditures authorized by law, 
not exceeding in the aggregate $7,000,- 
000,000, and to issue therefor notes 
of the United States at not less than 
par in such forms and denominations, 
containing such terms and conditions, 
and at such rate or rates of interest 
as the secretary of the treasury may 


prescribe. 


“Each series of notes so issued shall 
be payable at such time not less than 
one year nor more than five years 
from the date of its issue, as he may 
prescribe, and may be redeemable be- 
fore maturity (at the option of fhe 
United States), in whole or in part, 
upon not more than one year’s nor 
less than four months’ notice and 
under such rules and regulations and 
during such period as he may pre- 


scribe.”

Low pay and bad methods were the 
principal reasons for inefficiency in 
the personnel of normal teachers, it 
was. declared. Speakers said there is 
grave danger of a further drop in the 
efficiency. scale if better pay is not 
given. 

“Not one woman normal school 
teacher is getting what she is worth,” 
declared Dwight B. Waldo of Kalama- 
zoo, Mich. “Salary conditions among 
men teachers are almost as bad.” 

Mr. Waldo made a plea for the es- 
tablishment of scholarships in state 
normal schools and urged more .ex- 
tensive libraries. —

Husband and Wife Can 
Divide Returns if 7 
They Wish. 


BY INCOME TAX EDITOR. 
The income tax provisions of the 
internal revenue bill leave little ‘room 
for disputes to mar the serenity of 
Chicago households as to who will file 
the returns in case a husband and 
wife both have‘incomes. Uncle Sam 
has tried to decide such fine points of 
domestic law with equa! rights. 

A broad interpretation by Collector 
Julius F. Smietanka holds that it is 
entirely up to the individuals as to 


whether they will act independently or 
as partners. Husband or wife, says. 
the ruling, whose net income for 1918 
equaled or exceeded $2,000 must file a 
return, but it may be separate or joint 
as desired. If separate, either party 
may claim the personal exemption of 
$2,000, or if they can’t reach an agree- 
ment on this’point it may be divided. 
Widows and Maids. 


Another ruling is that a widow, a 
woman living apart from her husband, 
or a maid must file a return if her net 
income for 1918 was $1,000 or more. 

And here’s something for Mr. Bach- 
elor: If a bachelor’s income for 1918 
was exactly $1,000 it will not be wise 
for him to neglect to file a return. It 
is compulsory that he do so. The same 
applies to married men in case the net 
income was exactly $2,000, the amount 
the bill exempts for hin. 

A checking system will inform the 
bureau of delinquents. . Under the “ in- 
formation at the source” provision of 
the act every individual, firm, or cor- 
poration whick in 1918 paid to another 
$1,000 or more must make a return of 
such payment to the commissioner of 
internal reveuue. These returns are re- 
quired of employers, lessees, mortgag- 
ers, fiduciaries, etc. Employers are re- 
quired to make a separate return of 
each payment of $1,000 or more to em- 
ployés,and wherever possible must 
must state whether the recipient is 
single or married. 


Urges Karly Returns. 

The man or woman who this year is 
required to pay an income tax is urged 
|by Collector Smietanka to file his re- 
turn at once as a means not only of 
avoiding possible embarrassment, but 
as an aid to the government in the col- 
lection of its war revenue. The fina] 
date for filing is March 15. 

“It must be remembered,” said Col- 
lector Smietanka, “ that the revenue to 
be derived under the current act is to 
be used to defray the cost of a war 
that has brought victory to the United 
States and its ajlies. If each taxpayer 
will compare his little bit with what 
would be demanded if the other side 
won he will understand.”

ward condition of tte street. 

‘ For this reason the-expert diagnosis 
of the trouble at Thursday’s weekly 
luncheon of the Ciitago real estate 
Yoard by Albert H. 4¥etten and Fred- 
erick S. Oliver is p larly interest- 
ing. Both are formef- presidents of the 
board and both 
of experience in the dewntewn ¢ ct, 
including the sectiomdn questiog.— 

Summarizing 
saloons, disreputable~hotels;: 
rior class of buildfngs, the €vévated 
rowd, the lack of public spirit and co- 
operation on the part of the property 
owners are the causes jargely respon- 
sible for the unfaySrdbJe conditions 
which prevail. 

Brief History of Street. 

Mr. Wetten prefaced his remarks 
with the statement that. retail streets, 
as a rule, develop progressively;-that 
is, block by block, as-the demand for 
space in the particular street increases, 
the development continuing until the 
reason therefor ceases to exist, or until 
the growth reaches,@ barrier, which 
diverts it to other locations. 

He referred to thd,early history of 
the street, with its bright promise, 
which suffered a sad reaction with the 
failure of two large, concerns, and 
Jater on when a rewral, following, the 
depressing effect of the, elevated yo 
created fairly active~condit:‘ons to 
north of Van Buren, strect. To the 
south the developniéft came in con- 
tact with the disreputable hotels, tough 
saloons, and other levee featufés, 
which have existed to a greater or less 
extent for the last quarter of a c&n- 


tury. 


These bad conditions have been em- 
phasized, he said, owing to the unfor- 
tunate attitude of many property own- 
ers who have refused either to sell, 
Jease under long terrif’ground lease, ‘tm- 
prove, or, in fact, do anything for the, 
best interests of the street. They have 
been waiting, he said, for their neigh- 
bors to improve and sectre the benefit 
of the reflected value. 

The dilapidated physical appearance 
ef the street he referred to as another 
potent cause of trouble. ” 

Ugges Organization 

There was only one remedy, he said, 
the organization of progressive prop- 
erty owners, such as in South State 
street, and the elimination of levee fea- 
tures. 

He said that during his twenty-one 
vears of experience he had seen few 
optimistic predictions regarding the 
street fulfilled, while most of the. pessi- 
mistic predictions had been. Under 
proper conditions, he said, the street 
should become a good retail street as 
far as Hubbard court. > 

Mr. Oliver called attention to the 
fact:that the center of population had 
shifted from Fort Dearborn to about 
Twentiéth and Fisk streets, and the 
drift of population should have been 
on a much more rapid scale south and 
west, but for artificial barriers—not- 
ably the big railroad yards west of 
State street from Van Buren to Twen- 
ty-second street. He called attention 
to the fact that between Taylor and 
Highteenth streets, seven-ninths of a 
mile, there was only one connection 
with the west side, at Twelfth street. 
He referred to the injurious effect of 


- the Van Buren street end of the loop, | 


which, he insisted, should be done away 
with, the routing of trains around the 
loop stopped, and the through routing 
of the elevated trains put into effect.

EW YORK.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}]—George Cohan is 
getting himself talked about 
again. Thinking it might be 

time for a good, old fashioned romantic 
opera comique, with the dare devil 
prince of Bargravia in love with An- 
itza, the milliner, and masquerading 
as Ferenz, the bandit, in order to be 
near her, his firm bought one such 
and put it in rehearsal. 

When it was running fairly well 
young George (he’s 40 odd, now, but 
we stil] think of him as a youngster) 
went to the city in which it was play- 
ing, looked it over, and saw that it 
not only was quite awful but that 
it would lose a lot of money if per- 
sisted in: Yet, on the other hand, there 
was a considerable investment to be 
considered.

Benevolent Work

$6,000,000 for the benevolent 

boards of the church. Last Sun- 
day was the date fixed for the comple- 
tion of $1,992,464, the total which was 
apportioned to the churches te be 
raised by general contributions. Dur- 
ing ten days early in March a special 
drive will be made to secure large gifts 
from individuals to supplement gifts 
already obtained. The amount which 
must come from individual gifts if the 
total is raised is $3,396,321. It is 
planned to have the full amount of 
$6,000,000 paid in by March 31. 

Last year the Baptist churches of 
the Baptist northern convention raised 
a total of $3,766,526, including the spe- 
cial war emergency fund of $1,000,000. 
The excess over last year which must 
be raised to meet this year’s total is 
$2,233,474. 

The way in which the $6, 000, 000 will 
be apportioned to the various objects 
is as follows: Foreign missionary so- 
clety, $1,637,273; women’s foreign mis- 
sionary society, $697,282; home mis- 
sionary society, $425,462; publications 
society, $304,464; ministers and mission- 
aries’ benefit board} $869,000; board of 
war commission, 
$100,000; publicity, expenses, emergen- 
cies, and advance work, $777,058. 

The amount apportioned to the 
churches is $407,541 more than was 
paid in from the same source last year. 
It is said not more than one-third of 
the membership of the churches gave 
anything last year to the benevolent 
boards and the aim this year is to make 
the proportion of givera much larger 
as well as to receive larger gifts from 
those who have previously given. The 
campaign is called the victory cam- 
paign and the advice of the leaders is 
that a church which exhibits the sta- 
tistics of its church membership with 
pride will not fail to make the statistics’ 
mean more than mere figures.

PARIS, Feb. 9.-- Millidns 9f men have been 
killed in this war; they cannot speak of their suffer- 
ings.

“It is a maxim,” he wrote about the proposed 
French expedition into Canada, “founded on the 
universal experience of mankind, that no nation 
ig to be trusted farther than it is bound by its 
own self-interest.” 

Washington's record as a general is, of course, 
well enough known. He accomplished a vietory 
over England, but chiefly he accomplished the free- 
@om of the United States and later maintained 
that freedom.

He was sus- 
tained by a vote of confidence from the chamber 
and the credits asked for by the government grant- 
ed, but Mme. Schlumberger read from his reply as 
to the policy as follows: 

“TI remain faithful to the old system of countries 
organizing their own defense, having armaments 
and well guarded frontiers.” + 

“It seems to me,” she declared, “and my hus- 
band spoke of it this morning, that here is no 
step forward whatever. It is the same old system 
of national preparedness and jealousies with in- 
evitable wars. Far better, President Wilson’s idea 
for a league of nations with an international in- 
stead of a national defense. The men who have 
suffered and died because of the old system are 
silent, but their women feel for them. Woman's 
voice ought to be heard at the peace conference 
and we shall bring up the matter to Presidnt Wil- 
son. 

“In addition to questions of commerce, terri- 
tories, and such,” she said, “I think questions of 
interest to women who, alas! now make up more 
than one-half the population of the civilized world, 
should be brought up. I might mention equal pay 
for equal work, the responsibility of fathers for 
their natural children, and, above all, for us here 
in France, the question of the vote.” 


Asked how she had happened to become {nter- 
ested in suffrage for women, Mme. Schlumberger 
declared that some years ago, when she had tried. 
to ameliorate certain conditions, she found that 
the vote only would be able to bring about certain 
necessary reforms, . 

“We have had a bill in the chamber of deputies 
for some time,” she said, “ and we are very anxious 
that it be acted upon before the next elections, so. 
that French women who wish to may then vote. 
It probably will come up at the same time as the 
question of electoral reform, which asks that our 
deputies be elected proportionatély, as in your 
country, instead of as now-in France, one for 
each of the several hundred arrondissements, re- 
gardiess of its population. We also hope to bring 
up our woman suffrage bill for discussion. 

“At best,” she continued, “it is very limited, 
for it only allows women over 30 to vote at all, 
andi then neither for deputies (like your congress- 
men) nor, senators. Nor would we be eligible for 
any sort of office, but nevertheless the bill would 
allow us a vote in municipal affairs, in the small 
villages and towns as aaa in the big cities.” 


In order that American women who want the 
vote may not think that Americans have been so 
slow after all in granting them that privilege, I 
append herewith a litera) translation of the woman 
suffrage bill which it is thought may be presented 
in the chamber of deputies about the middle of 
January. The one advantage that French women 
have over American women is that this bill, if it 
becomes effective at all, will be law for all of 
France. 

Article 1. Voters are all French people of both 
sexes, with the following reserve: (1) If of the 
masculine sex, when they have reached the age of 
21; (2) if of the feminine sex, when they have 
reached the age of 30. 

Article 2. The above article is not applicable to 
the election of deputies (i ¢., representatives to 
natiohal legislature called chamber of deputies), in 
which election only voters of masculine sex are 
qualified to take part. ; 

Article 3. All voters of the nmsculine sex in the 
commune may vote for delegates who elect the 
senators. 

Article 4. Afll registered citizens of the masculine 
sex are eligible to the general council.

100 people had died from influenza 

since the epidemic started in Bu- 
rope just about a year ago. About the 
middle of December a. committee of 
statisticians. reported to the American 
Public Health association that 400,000 
had died from the disease in the United 
States between Sept. 1 and Deo, 1. 

Efforts made by health departments 
to control the disease have not been sat-’ 
isfying to them nor to the publica. The 
efforts of the research men to find the 
bacterial cause of the disease and the 
method by which it ts spread likewise 
have proven disappointing. These falil- 
ures and disappointments in the control 
of sO severe an epidemic have caused 
much speculation. 

Since the more orthodox explanations 
of the method of spread of the disease 
there have been all sorts of theories on 
the subject. Many of the theories con- 
nect the epidemic with metesorologic phe- 
nomena and some with the war. I find 
by reading that whenever there has 
been no satisfying explanation of a great 
terrifying epidemic there always has 
been a disposition to saddle the blamdé 
either on the Almighty or on telluria, 
meteorologic or climatic phenomena, or 


\ About 1838 Hecker, a professor at the 


University of Berlin, wrote a book on the 
epidemics of the middle of the four 
teenth century. This book was trans 
lated into English and published by the 


Sydenham society of London in 1844, 
He studied epidemic of three diseases— 

black death, St. John’s disease, and the 

sweating sickness. The black death in

now as bubonic plague. It is known now 
to be spread by rat fleas, Twice this cen- 
tury it has gotten a foothold in this 
country—once on the Pacific and once 
on the gulf coast, and each time it has 
been brought under control with incon- 
siderable loss of life. In 1848 it swept 
over the world, paralyzing every country 
touched by it. Boccaccio is said to

Hecker says the foundations for this 
epidemic began to be laid in 1333. In 
that year there was an unparalleled 
drought in China. The next year there 
were equally unparalleled floods in the 
same region, and we are informed that 
400,000 Chinese were drowned. Then 
followed twelv@. years of great disasters, 
Some of the worst earthquakes in his- 
tory occurred in this period. Mount 
etna erupted. Hecker recited a long 
list of “inundations, earthquakes, and 
famines.” There was a terrible cyclone 
in Cyprus. From time to time locusts 
swarmed over important sections of the 
country. 


The German accounts tell of a stink- 
ing mist which swept from the east over 
Italy. Noxious vapors escaped from 
great chasms in the earth. There was 


sat least tradition of a meteor of great 


size striking the earth and changing the 
composition of the atmosphere for a 
long distance. One earthquake lasted 
for ten days, killing large numbers of 
persons. 

Hecker speaks of decompositions of the 
atmosphere. He also tells of a pillar 
of fire reaching from the heavens and 
standing over the pope’s palace in 
Avignon, and of a fire ball over Paris. 
He says:.“ The insect tribe was won- 


‘derfully called into life as if animated 


beings were destined to complete the 
which astral and telluric 
bodies had begun. The corruption of 
the atmosphere came from the east, 
but the disease itself came not upon 
the wings of the wind but was only 


| excited and increased by the atmosphere 


where it previously had existed. The 
disease was a consequence of violent 


‘commotion in the earth’s organism.” 


In 1799 Noah Webster of dictionary 
fame wrote a book on epidemics in 
which he held telluric and astral bodies 
responsible for the beginning and spread 
of epidemics. Hecker might easily have 
borrowed his ideas from Webster, though 
in no footnote does he acknowledge that 
he had ever heard of Noah Webster. 
The only time the great Berlin professor 
was anywhere near right was when he 
alluded to insects, and even then his 
mind was running in the wrong direc- 
tion. 

When we forgot about stars, earth- 
quakes, comets, and meteors and began 
catching fleas and killing rats the black 
death—bubonio plague—became a (dis- 
ease of mirar tmportance. Some day 
some scientist will stumble upon the 
truth about influenza and we will get 
down to work, quit blaming God, forget 
about the weather, and wipe out the dis- 
ease, 


Some of us think our epidemic fs a bad 
one. Let us ses how it compared with 
the black deatt. The epidemic of black 
plague killed 18,000,000 in China, India 
was. depopulated. In Cairo 10,000 to 
15,000 deaths a day occurred when the 
epidemic was at its height. In Caesarea 
none was left alive.. In Aleppo 600 died 
a day. In 22,000 died in six weeks. 
In the east outside of China it killed 
23,840,000. The number of deaths caused 
in various European cities, according to 
Hecker, were:

At this point I want to wander far 
enough to say a few words about health 
departments and their work during last 
autumn. While they did not protect 
us as we had hoped they would and as 
we hope they will learn to do before this 
epidemic has fully passed, they ren- 
dered a great and in many ways & suc 
cessful service.

In Memphis in 1878 and 1879 conditions 
were about as bad. Knowing as I do of 
the conditions during yellow fever epi- 
demicsa, I say that our health depart- 
ments did successful work and deserve 
the highest praise and the completest 
backing. | 

One theory advanced is that the in- 
fluenza epidemic resulted from decompo- 
gition of the bodies those killed on 
the Buropean battlefields. While many 
people were killed on the battlefields the 
number was less than the number dying 
from natural causes among the nations 
at war. For example, we lost 60,000): 
in battle, but one and a half million of 
our people die yearly. 

In fact, deaths in battle have not ma- 
terlally increased the death rates of the 
warring countries for 1914, 1915, 1916, 
1917, and 1918. As many people died 
from influenza in 1918 as have died from 
the war since August, 1914. This ex- 
planation of the epidemic is not only 
without proof,but it is also illogical. 

The second epidemic studied by Hecker 
was 8t. John’s disease. This was a 
wave of St. Vitus’ dance which followed 
in the wake of the great epidemic of 
black death. The already oppressed and 
borne down people broke under the strain 
of the great epidemic. The wave start- 
ed in Germany on St. John’s day during 
religious exercises and spread by way 
of Aix la Chapelle into Belgium, Hol- 
land, and France.

Mon roe Doctrine 


Hore it is: 


You have heard much about the’ Monroe Doctrine of late and perhaps, 
lenowing of it only by hearsay, you have wondered just what the doctrine is. 


The Monroe Doctrine was enunciated by President Monroe in his mes 
gage to congress Deo, 2, 1823. Referring to steps taken to arrange the respec- 
tive rights of Russia, Great Britain, and the United States on the northwest 
coast of this continent, the president went on to say: 

“In the dGiscussions to which this interest has given rise, and in the 
arrangements by which they may terminate, the occasion has been deemed 
proper for asserting, as a principle in which the rights and interests of the 
United States are involved, that the American continents, by the free and inde- 
pendent condition which they have assumed and maintain, are henceforth not 
to be considered as subjects for future colonization by any European power. 
We owe it, therefore, to candor and to the amicable relations existing 
between the United States and those powers to declare that we should con- 
sider any attempt on their part to extend their system to any portion of this 
hemisphere as dangerous to our peace and safety. With the existing colonies 
or dependencies of any European power we have not interfered and shall not 
interfere. But with the governments who have declared their independence 
and maintain it, and whose independence we have, on great consideration and 
on just principles, acknowledged, we could not view any interposition for the 
purpose of oppressing them or controlling in any other manner their destiny 
by any European power in any other light than as the 
unfriendly disposition toward the United States.”

The 
allies used their railroads to good ad- 
vantage, but the feature of the allies’ 
speed was the troop transport train, the 
supply train, and the ammunition train
